D. Felker has received a smaller vote than any other demo- 
cratic candidate for that office in the last •ten-years,- In, the 
vote for congressmen, it is true, the-figufes show slight demo- 
cratic gains over those of recent years, but so far, at least, as 
the second district is concerned, this is easily accounted for by 
the Third Termers' endorsement of the'democratic candidate. 
The fact remains that the democrats, as such, can find very 
little to crow about in the election returns from New'Hamp- 
shire. They may say that they suffered a loss of about 10 per 
cent, to the Third Term "party," but even that indicates noth- 
ing more nor less-than dissatisfaction, on the part of that 10 
per cent, with the democratic party, in every instance a com- 
bination of the Third Term vote with that of the republicans— 
who would normally have had by far the greater part of it
